Prepared for the Tax?—~ 
Its none too early to mention 
that along about next March 1, a 
rude shock will awaken many 
Americans. This particular bomb- 
shell, to be delivered by 
the treasury department, 
will bring home to mil- 
lions the fact that wag- 
ing war is, inevitably, a 
staggering costly busi- 
ness. 
Practically everyone 
has a sound hunch that 
next year’s income taxes will be 
more severe than formerly. But 
few, we suspect, have submitted 
their new tax bills to a real dol- 
lars and cents appraisal and dis- 
covered just how much more dras- 
tic they actually are. 


A comparison will tell the story. 
Under the old law, a single per- 
son with $3,000 net income paid 
$84 in direct taxes. Next March, 
he'll pay $197. Under the old law, 
a married couple with $2,500 net 
income and no dependents paid 
$11. Next year they'll pay $90. 
With excellent reason, tax warn- 
ings are being broadcast by treas- 
ury officials and private agencies. 
In virtually every community of 
this state, the message has been 
oft and clearly sounded by the 
state’s largest branch banking sys- 
tem. Its concerted, state-wide ef- 
fort to arouse citizens to the need 
of present budget-planning, its 
adoption months ago of a taxtime 
savings plan as a public service to 
those who must meet taxes in 
March, leave small excuse for any 
deponent to claim a few months 
hence, “Gosh, I didn’t know that 
tax bill was loaded!” 

With Uncle Sam spending well 
over $100 million daily in the war 
effort, we must all be prepared 
to pay. Are you? That is the

AGREEMENT SIGNED BY 1.B.E.W. 
AND ELECTRIFICATION UNIT 


Efficiency of Operation 
As Heads Reach Unders 


A far-reaching agreement, which sets a new landmark of| 


Assured

cooperation between organized labor and the government in 
the production of cheap power for the nation’s farmers, was 
signed by the rural electrification administration and the inter- 
national brotherhood of electrical workers. 


The union pact is the first 
to be entered into by the R. E. 
A. since its founding five years 
ago, and is the culmination of 


prolonged negotiations be- 
tween President Ed J. Brown of 
the electrical workers and Harry 
Slattery, administrator of the 
R. B. A. 

One of the major goals of the 
agreement is to bring about the 
kind of union-management co- 
operation on R. E. A. power lines 
that has already been achieved un- 
der the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, with great benefits te con- 
sumers, workers and the govern- 
ment. 

Cheap “Juice” 

The rural power lines, which are 
managed by local cooperatives un- 
der the guidance of the R. E. A., 
already serve 1,000,000 farmers and 
employ 10,000 workers. Ultimately 
they will provide cheap “juice” to 
5,000,000 farmers and have a work- 
ing force of over 25,000. 


Under the new agreement, the| 
union pledges itself to build up a 
select group of maintenance work- 
ers for the R. E. A. lines; estab- 
lish state councils of these work- 
ers, and do all in its power to 
avoid strikes. It also promises the 
institute a program of education to 
make the workers conscious of the 
farmers’ problems, the cooperative 
movement, and the “quasi-public” 
character of their positions. 

In return, the R. BE. A. commits 
itself to the observance of high 
labor standards, and will endeavor 
to persuade all rural “co-ops” to 
adopt the standards. These are to 


the “co-ops” of union wages pre- 
vailing in their areas. 

Also, once a year, a general con- 
ference will be held, with partici- 
pation of leaders of the R. E. A,, 
the electrical workers, the state 
councils of R. E. A. workers and 
leaders of the farm power “co-ops” 
to discuss mutual problems. 

Slattery, in a letter to the rural 
“co-ops,” stressed that for the 
sake of efficiency of operation, 
“the time has come to work out 
a fair and equitable labor rela- 
tions policy.” 

Proper Labor Standards 

“It is important to our power 
systems to have technically quali- 
fied linemen and other employes,” 
he added. “Otherwise we court dis- 
aster. The loyalty of the employes 
is requisite to our success, and 
loyal service can best be secured 
from men and women satisfied | 
with their conditions. Proper labor 
standards are essential to success- 
ful operation.” 

Another great advance in the 
public power field was made by} 
the electrical workers and other 
A. F. of L. unions on the T. V. A. 
An agreement was entered into 
following collective bargaining con- 
ferences between the unions and| 
the management, which established 
a $1.50 an hour basic wage for 
most of the _ skilled crafts—the 
highest in history in the area 
served by the T. V. A. At the same 
time, consumers are getting the 
lowest power rates in history. 

Substantial wage increases were 
also obtained for all unskilled 
workers. Over 30,000 employes, en-

SMITH BILL TO BE SCRAPPED — 


AS LABOR ENDS 


“Fight to Finish” Promised President 
By High Officials of A. F. of L. 


President Roosevelt told his 
first press conference at the white 
house after war had been declared 
against Japan that he is consider- 
ing calling a conference of labor 
and business leaders to work out a) 
program of voluntary cooperation 
with the government.

Waivering of Claims No 
Excuse, Court Says

wage restitution payments ordered 
by the courts. This principle, an 
important one in the enforcement 
of the federal wage and hour law, 
was established in the current 
term of the United States circuit 
court of appeals at Chicago in a 
decision against Warshawsky and 
company, automobile parts manu- 
facturers.

Major’s Opinion 

The opinion written by Circuit 
Judge J. Earl Major states that 


ployment are as illegal as agree- 
ments by employes to work for 
less than the statutory minimum 
wage because in both cases “The 
employers pay and the employes 
receive less than the statutory 
compensation The statutory 
requirements and the provisions 
of the legislation are ignored.” 
The opinion also states, “There 


is some dispute as to the precise|' 


manner in which the so-called re- 
leases were obtained by the de- 
fendant (employer). The (lower) 
court found that they were ob- 
tained voluntarily and without co- 
ercion. In our view of the mat- 
ter, the manner in which they 
were obtained is immaterial .. .” 

Judge Major’s opinion pointed 
out that a company, once it has 
consented to a decree, cannot de- 
fend itself for failure to comply 
with its terms by attacking the 
decree itself. The opinion states, 
“Consent to the issuance of a de- 
cree ...is an effective waiver of 
any errors committed in the issu- 
ance thereof.” 

This part of the decision also is 
of importance to wage and hour 
enforcement as most of the divi- 
sion’s court proceedings have been 
civil actions, rather than criminal 
ones, and have usually resulted in 
consent decrees stipulating pay- 
ment of restitution.

Purchase

$138,500 SPENT BY 
17 LOCAL UNIONS 


Sales of defense savings stamps 
for October reached a total of 
$5,935,934.50, establishing the high- 
est monthly total since the stamps 
were placed on sale last May 1, 
the treasury department an- 
nounced recently. | 

This figure, compared with the | 
$4,978,000 worth of defense stamps | 
sold in September, shows an in-| 
crease of 19.2 per cent. It marks | 
the fourth straight month that the | 
sale of stamps has risen. 


Figures for defense bond sales | 
for October, which were announced | 
by the treasury last week, also) 
jumped sharply over September 
figures with an increase of 16.5 
per cent.

Four notorious anti-labor  or- 
ganizations on the Pacific coast, 
which have for years warred on 
unions with the aid of huge “slush 
funds” contributed by Tory em- 
ployers were found guilty of law- 
breaking by the national labor re- 
lations board. 


They are: Southern Californians, 
Inc., the merchants and manufac- 
turers’ association, the neutral 
thousands and the employes’ ad- 
visory service, all of which oper- 
ated chiefly in and around Laos 
Angeles, as part of a bosses’ plot 


“hook or crook.” 


All four put forward the claim 
that they were “civic” groups and, 
therefore, not covered by the Wag- 
ner act. The board riddled this 
argument, declaring they were 
mere “blinds” for anti-union em- 
|ployers and subject to the law just 
|like other bosses. It ordered them 
to end their illegal activities. 


The board found that southern 
Californians was the top agency 
of the labor haters. It carried on 
most of the propaganda against 
unions and likewise financed the 
other three organizations to the 
tune of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

The merchants and manufac- 
turers’ role, the board said, was 
that of a strikebreaking agency 
and operator of a “scab” employ- 
ment service. The neutral thou- 
sands, also known as “T. N. T.,” 
sponsored formation of “company 
unions,” disguised as independ- 
ents. Actual work of organizing 
the “dummies” was done by a sub- 
sidiary, the employes’ advisory 


Anti-labor conspiracy of these 
organizations and the vast “war 
chests” that financed them were 
brought to light in an investiga- 
tion of unfair labor practice 
charges filed against four Los An- 
geles tent and awning manufac- 
turers by A. F. of L. unions. These 
manufacturers made use of the

WALL PAPER 
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Labor Department Report 
Shows Prices Are Rising 


Faster Than Wages 


Workers Fare Worse Than During 
Last War; Consumer Penalized 


By Lowering of Quality of Goods 


Two significant department of labor studies released this 
week show that workers have been hit harder by price gouging 
in the two years since the present European war broke out 
than they were during the first two years of the last world war. 


Furthermore, gains in basic 
emergency have lagged behind 
the advances won from 1914 
to 1916, and thus workers are 
now less able to keep pace 


with zooming living cocts than 
did workers in the first part of the 
last war. 

For example, the reports disclose 
that wholesale prices of farm prod- 
ucts shot upward 47 per cent from 
September, 1939, to October, 1941, 
compared with 20.6 per cent in the 
comparable period of the last war. 
Foods went up 31.3 per cent, as 
against 22.1 per cent in the earlier 
period. 


Propaganda Debunked 

A lot of propaganda has been 
circulated to the effect that wage 
increases this time are greater than 
in the last war, but this was ex- 
ploded by the department’s studies. 

They disclosed that average hourly 
rates since 1939 in industry have 
risen about 15 per cent, but that 
from 1914 to 1916 the advance was 
much greater, because workers not 
only won hourly increases, but, fol- 
lowing an eight-hour day move- 
ment, got their work week reduced 
from 55 to 48 hours without reduc- 
tions in pay. As a result, many of 
the workers obtained total boosts 
in hourly rates of 25 to 30 per 
cent. 
Wages in Losing Race 

The studies also demonstrated 
that, while average earnings of 
workers have gone up 15 per cent, 
the increase in employers’ wage 
costs were only 6.9 per cent because 
of greater productivity by labor. 
However, prices of manufactured 
articles have risen far more than 
that and this was blamed in part 
on speculators who sensed an op- 
portunity for 1arge profits.” 

The consumer has been penalized 
not only by price gouging “but the 
quality of many of the articles

wage scales during the present 
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which he could obtain began to 
deteriorate appreciably in the sum- 
mer and fall of 1941,” the reports 
stressed. 


In other words, the consumer 
has been caught “coming and go- 
ing.” He must pay more, and gets 
shoddier goods. This cheapening 
of merchandise was called the 
“equivalent of a significant further 
advance in living costs.” 

Saved by Overtime 

Only those workers who are do- 
ing large amounts of overtime, at 
time and one-half rates of pay, are 
doing better in terms of income 
than workmen during the last war, 
the reports declared. Time and 
one-half standards were not so pre- 
valent from 1914 to 1916, it was 


explained. 

However, such higher overtime 
pay doesn’t offer any excuse for 
defense contractors to demand 
higher prices, and employers who 
make such demands are trying to 
“sock” Uncle Sam, the department 
charged, 

“Higher rates paid for over- 
time do not raise labor costs or 
call for indemnification of de- 
fense contracts asked to adopt 
longer hours,” the reports made 
it clear. 

“A study of 260 corporations 
in 26 defense industries showed 
that profits tended to rise with 
increased production under 
longer hours even when over- 
time rates are paid. 

“The cost of overtime is more 
than counterbalanced by the 
increased utilization of plant 
facilities and the absorption of 
fixed overhead expenses in a 
larger volume of production.”

Prohibits Mouthing 
Of Coated Nails 


Tradesmen Warned Against 
Using Poisonous Nails 


For many years it has been the 
trade practice of shinglers and 
some other trades to carry a 
mouthful of nails for dispensing 
one or two at a time as needed. 
The tongue in this case becomes 
an extra hand and apparently no 
mechanical device has ever been 
developed to satisfactorily replace 
the mouth and tongue for this 
purpose. 

There are obviously several 
hazards involved in this practice. 
The worst of these hazards ap- 
peared to be the danger of lead 
poisoning and other less serious 


disturbances caused by coated 
nails. 
Dr. John P. Russell, chief of 


the industrial hygiene service, state 
department of public health, made 
jan investigation of this situation. 
|The investigation showed definite- 
ly that shinglers developed occu- 
|pational lead poisoning as a result 
|of swallowing of metallic lead 
from the coated shingle nails 
which are habitually held in the 
mouth in the course of their em- 
|ployment, and the investigation 
{also showed that other shinglers 
|suffered from indigestion, sour 
stomach and nausea caused by the 
swallowing of metallic zinc or the 
oxide of zinc from the nails. 

After many public hearings in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco the 
industrial accident commission 
adopted the following safety order: 


“Construction safety order 1171. 
No employer shall permit his em- 
ployes to mouth coated nails.” 


The order is now in effect.
